Claims 1-4, 1 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Nishioka et al. 

The language of the like rejection of the first Office action is hereby incorporated 
herein by reference. In regard to the amendment made to claim 1 and the related 
arguments regarding claims 1 and 14, the input current of the applicant is converted to a 
voltage by resistor R1 (figs. 4-5) or resistor R (figs. 6-7) before it Is fed to the input 
stage. Indeed, the preamble of claim 14 reads " A voltage to current converter, 
comprising: ". The signals 10 and lA of Nishioka et al. (fig. 2) which are the collector 
currents of transistors 05 and 04 respectively have been read as the first and second 
output signals; the 'second' signal, lA, is fed back to the input stage as claimed, and 
may be read as an 'output' signal in the same sense as the signal from the collector of 
applicants' transistor 05 which is fed back to the input stage in applicants' figs. 5 and 7 
for instance. Regarding claim 2, these arguments are not fully understood; the 
Examiner interprets the claim language to mean that the control terminals of the 
applicants input pair 01 ,02 are coupled to receive the input signal, not coupled to each 
other. The bases of 06,07 of Nishioka et al. are coupled to the input signal in the same 
fashion in that a single ended input is supplied to one differential terminal while the 
other receives a reference voltage just as in the applicant's fig. 5 for Instance. Further, 
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in both Nishioka et al. and the applicants' circuit the collectors of the input pair 
transistors are each coupled to the current mirror read as the gain stage. The collectors 
of both Q6 and Q7 of Nishioka et al., read on the second terminals claimed, are 
connected to the mirror. 

Claims 5-9, 12-13 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 10 is allowed for reasons already of record.
